Thailanders Find 
Constitution Gone 


Bangkok, Dec. I (^Pw—Thailanders 
awoke Friday to find that a military 
clique had abolished the constitu­ 
tion, 
dissolved 
Parliam ent 
and 
seized control of the government in 
a bloodless overnight coup, 
A nine-m an "state temporary ad­ 
ministrative body" ousted the for­ 
mer government 
then reappointed 
Premier Pibulsonggrnm. He also was 
given the post of defense minister 
in the new cabinet 
There was no violence. The coup 
was carried out in the oldtime tradi­ 
tion of pressure without bloodshed— 
in sharp contrast to the naval revolt 
last June and a coup in February, 
1949 The military clique announced 
it had acted in the interests of cpm- 
batting communism 
Repeated radio broadcasts declared 
the coup would have no effect on 
Thailand's foreign policy. Abolition 
of the constitution adopted in 1947 
and reinstatem ent of the 1963 con­ 
stitution gives increased power to 
the ruling group.

Predictions that power braking

If an owner had an assortment of 
wheel balance weights he might be 
able to correct the wheels and tires 
for static unbalance, but dynamic 
unbalance is more complicated'. It is 
the wheel and tire unbalance which 
develops when in motion. To correct 
this specialists make investments in 
special equipment. They go to school 
to learn the art of skillful balanc­ 
ing. I t’s a combination hard to 
match. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“I never could understand why 
so many car owners fall to realize 
that many of the troubles they have 
with their cars are a direct result of 
their failure to check some basic ail­ 
ment such as overheating, or a poor 
mixture 
or 
sub-normal 
ignition. 
Most of the trouble with vapor lock 
would disappear if engine tempera­ 
ture could be cut down. And wed 
have a tot less overheating if car­ 
buretor mixtures were right. One 
condition rests upon another so that 
with basic troubles any motorist 
can expect a flock of additional ail­ 
ment*. 


Thought For Safety 
To accelerate the drive for scrap i 
metal a method has been developed 
whereby cars are “packaged” for 
easy shipment to the metal proces­ 
sors. First the old cars are burned 
to eliminate all materials not me­ 
tallic. Then a two-ton weight Is al­ 
lowed to crush them. I understand 
th at after this treatm ent a car that 
formerly stood five or six feet high 
is flattened to a thickness of just 
one foot. Several cars can thus be 
loaded on any strong truck. 
W hat has this to do with safety? 
Well, just note that I said the 
crushing weight weighs two ton*. The 
average car itself weighs over a tor. I 
and a half. Yet some drivers seem 
to think th at a flimsy steel top - 
would hold the car against collapse 
in upset. 
When using a glass sealer to stop 
leaks around the windshield or the 
rear windows try leaning It out with 
lacquer thinner and applying it with 
a small oil can. 
Easy When You Know 
If the brake lining on the shoes 
of your car are bonded rather than 
riveted, and if brake squeal has de­ 
veloped, make sure that the lining 
has been cut back to the center of 
the first rivet hole at tile heel and 
toe of each shoe. This is like cham- 
ferring the ends of riveted lining 
It prevents too sudden engagement
